You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said Surry, 
on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of March, next at nine of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year en- 
suing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropria- 
tions for the same. 


3. To see how much money the town will vote to raise for 
repairs of highways and bridges. 


4. To see what action the town will take in regard to oil- 
ing roads and raise money for the same. 


5. To see if the town will vote to accept State Aid on High- 
ways and raise money for the same. 


6. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of $106.72 
for Town Road Aid. 


7. To see how much money the town will raise for the care 
of poor. 


8. To see if the Town will raise the sum of $34.00 for the 
Monadnock Region Association of Southern New Hampshire for 
issuance and distribution of printed matter, newspaper and 
magazine advertising, calling attention to the resources and ad- 
vantages of the Town, in co-operation with the other thirty- 
seven towns of the Monadnock Region.

9. To see what action the town will take in regard to snow 
removal, and take any action in relation thereto. 


10. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to sell 
the land taken by the town for taxes. 


11. To see if the town will accept the sum of $100.00 in 
trust, interest to be used for the care of the Edward Townsend 
burial lot in the Village Cemetery. 


12. To see if the town will vote to support United States 
membership in a general system of international cooperation, 
such as that proposed at the Dumbarton Oaks Conference, hav- 
ing police power to maintain the peace of the world. 


13. To hear the report of the town officers. 
14. To allow accounts. 


15. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

To the School Board and Citizens of Surry: 
I herewith submit my annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools: . | 


, ORGANIZATION AND ENROLLMENT 


The vacancy at the North End school caused by the late 
resignation of Miss Elizabeth Trask, was filled by the appoint- 
ment of Mrs. E. Pearl Willoughby. Mrs. Willoughby is a grad- 
uate of Plymouth Teachers’ College and has had previous teach- 
ing experience. She attended the refresher session at Plymouth 
last summer. 


Our schools continue to be affected by war conditions. The 
shortage of teachers grows more acute in rural districts. What 
teachers are available seek positions first in larger communi- 
ties or in consolidated schools where pay is better, where work 
is in single grades or subjects, and where transportation facili- 
ties are available. Many schools in the state opened this year 
with substitute teachers. Many others have lost their teachers 
during the school year, replacing them only with difficulty. 
The situation facing us for another vear will be even more seri- 
ous. 

In Surry village we have been unusually fortunate in re- 
taining the services of an excellent teacher over a period of 
vears. At the North End, however, there has been a constant 
change of teachers and each year the position has been more 
difficult to fill. It is now practically impossible to find a person 
who is willing to teach all eight grades in a one room rural 
school. It is very doubtful if this situation will ever improve. 
The supply of capable rural teachers has fast dwindled and 
none have been or are being trained for this type of work. 


The time has come when the Surry School District must 
give immediate and very serious consideration to ways of meet- 
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ing the possibility of an unfilled vacancy in one or both of its 
rural schools. 

There appear to be three possible solutions: 

1. By planning for the construction of a central two- 
teacher school. 

2. By the consolidation of grades necessitating two way 
transportation of primary and upper grade pupils. 

3. By transporting the pupils to a school in an adjoining 
district. | 

Although No: 2 and No. 3 may relieve a situation tempor- 
arily, I do not believe that would be economical or desirable 
for the district. 

A central two teacher school large enough to accommodate 
all the Surry pupils would relieve a very serious situation, 
would provide modern facilities for an expanding community, 
and would promote civie interest and pride.

The various programs of studies recommended for the ele- 
mentary schools of the state are in the process of revision. The 
first of this series, Arithmetic, has been completed and is now in 
use in our schools. The development of this program has been a 
cooperative undertaking combining the suggestions of the ele- 
mentary teachers with the results of research and recommen- 
dations of specialists in this field of education. The result of 
this effort is the development of an outline of work better suited 
to the maturity of children at the various grade levels. 

The distribution of operations in the fundamental processes 
is indicated on a gerade placement chart. Recommendations are 
made for time allotment and the application of the fundamental 
processes to number experiences and problem solving. 


Suggestions are made for constructing diagnostic ‘tests in 
all grades and for the development of remedial work in the 
four fundamental operations with integers and fractions. 


The teaching of some of the more difficult abstract pro- 
cesses is delayed and the instruction during the initial period 
progresses from the concrete to the abstract form. 

The program provides for individual differences in abilities 
of children and for the enrichment of work for gifted children. 


One section of the new program is devoted to suggestions 
for using the common activities of the home, school, and com- 
munity in developing number concept and arithmetic experi- 
ence. . 

After a brief period of adjustment, this program will de- 
velop as standard thus unifying the work in arithmetic in all of 
our schools according to the new state standards.
